And not many days after — 
he didn’t stay long when he had 
the money — the boy went into a 
far country and there wasted his 
substance in riotous living.

You know, 
God has a gospel that is good 
when a famine hits. Let depres- 
sions come, I have a gospel that 
is good for depression time.

So I am reminded of a woman 
who came to me in Chicago. She 
was one of seven women rum-run- 
ners in those days, seven that were 
known to international police. She 
ran liquor across the border, some 
at Detroit, some at other places 
along the Canadian border, some 
at Jaurez, Mexico. This young 
woman heard me preach. I an- 
nounced I would preach on “Whis- 
key Prescribing Doctors and Drug- 
gists, Wet Politicians and Bootleg- 
ging Skunks.” As I announced 
what I would do to that bunch, 
suddenly in the midst of the serv- 
ice, weeping, she got up and went 
away. She came back to hear me 
one night later on. She waited to’ 


see me. She said, “I went to De- 
troit in my car to get a load of 
booze. I got a load, but,” she said, 
“every turn of the wheel, some- 
thing kept saying to me, ‘That 
man is right. You are nothing but 
a lousy bootlegging skunk.’” She 
searched her heart, and God dealt 
with her. She stood there two 
hours and talked to me. She 
turned over that liquor, quit the 
business and came to God. But 
this is what she said to me, “That 
is right, that is all I am, nothing 
but a lousy bootlegging skunk. I 
haven’t a friend but what I bought. 
If there came a time when I needed 
one, I wouldn’t know anybody I 
could trust. I have worn my fur 
coats, and have had nice cars, I 
have bribed the police officers to 
get by, but I can’t trust anybody. 
I haven’t a friend I didn’t buy, and 
friends you buy are not worth hav- 
ing! You don’t have anything. You 
have spent your money for that 
which satisfieth not.” She went in- 
to a drugstore and timidly bought 
a fifty cent Bible. Some way she 
found the sixteenth chapter of Acts 
and was saved.

God 
has a message for the folks who 
have tried Satan’s way and have 
learned after all that the way of 
the transgressor is hard. God says, 
“Come on and buy it for nothing. 
It is free. You don’t have to have 
money. You can’t buy it, but I 
will give it to you free.” Every- 
body that is thirsty is urged to 
come. If you are thirsty tonight, 
hear God’s message for you. 


Sinners Must Hear to Be Saved 


The first thing to do is to hear. 
Here it is: “Hearken diligently un- 
to me.” I hope you will listen 
tonight. I wish some way I could 
chain your attention until every- 
body here would let these words 
sink down in your ears.

There are a lot 
of Christian people, church people, 
wrong on that. They think a 
preacher ought to keep their at- 
tention, that preachers ought to 
bless you. No, you ought to come 
and listen so earnestly until any 
preacher would bless you, any 
message out of God’s Word would 
be sweet. It wouldn’t have to be 
illustrated, and made interesting 
to hold your attention. You ought 
to set your attention on God. My 
sinner friend, if you are unsaved 
you had better incline your ear 
and hear, turn your ear toward 
God. You had better seek God, 
instead of waiting for God to seek 
you. He has been running after 
you a long time. Now you had 
better run after God. So hearken 
diligently unto me. 


Oh, of all the sins that send 
people to Hell, I think on this one 
thing more people go to Hell. You 
know what thing that is?° It is 
that you won’t hear! You won't 
hear! That is what the Saviour 
said, too. A sower went forth to 
sow, and some seed fell on hard 
ground and the birds picked it up 
and carried it away. Satan takes 
the gospel out of people’s hearts. 
That is the reason over in Hebrews 
the second chapter the Scripture 
said, ‘““We ought to give the more 
earnest heed to the things which 
we have heard, lest at any time 
we should let them slip.” Let me 
read that again. “We ought to 
give the more earnest heed to the 
things which we have heard, lest 
at any time we should let them 
slip.” If you would give more 
earnest heed, you could be saved. 
Preachers ought to demand atten- 
tion, and expect attention. That 
is the reason I so insist that no- 
body talk while I am talking, that 
there be no carelessness.

You sin against 
God and against your own soul 
when you do not listen to God’s 
message. God has a blessing for 


you if you will sit up and listen| 


when you go to church and you 
should have the children listen. You 
are lost and dying, you are going 
to Hell unless you turn your ear 
toward God. God has a message 
for you. He is calling you. He 
is pleading for you to turn back 
to Him and find Him while you 
can. “Hearken diligently unto me,” 
He said. 

My friends, preaching is work 
for me, and listening ought to be 
work for you, then. Sit up on the 
seat and get this down, get the 
Scripture references and put them 
down. You won’t remember them 
if you do not put them down in a 
notebook. Then feast on it, go 
back over it. God said to. You 
will learn something for your soul. 

Oh, this preaching to people 
where the gospel is shed off like 
water off a duck’s back! I have 
sometimes wished I could go to 
Africa where they have never 
heard the gospel, where they never 
knew that One loved them and died. 
for them. I could tell them that 
God loved them, that Christ died 
for them, their eyes would burn 


and their hearts would be open. 
Oh, you that are gospel hardened, 
you that have heard it so long! 
You have heard me preach so long 
now you don’t care for anybody’s 
preaching. You had better learn 
to listen, for “We ought to give 
the more earnest heed to the things

BOOKS FOR 
PREACHERS 


Recommended by John R. Rice 


Preachers need help. Books are 
as necessary for preachers as maps 
for travellers. Mothers with nursing 
babies must, they say, “eat for two,” 
and so preachers when they read 
must read for many. The unfed 
preacher has an unfed people. The 
pastor who has not been inspired 
and blessed before going into the 
pulpit will leave his. people un- 
blessed and uninspired. Of course 


the preacher needs his Bible, but . 


preachers also need help to under- * 


stand the Bible, need encourage- ° 


ment, inspiration, and illustrations. 
The best Bible preachers used 
books. Moses was learned in all 
the wisdom and knowledge of the 
Egyptians (Acts 7:22). Daniel 
learned by books (Dan. 9:2). The 
aged Paul wrote to Timothy par- 
ticular instructions to bring him 


‘some books and parchments when 
he, Timothy, should come to Rome 
‘to visit him (II Tim. 4:13). 


I hope my preacher brethren can 
little by little get some fine, sound, 
fundamental books as a basis for 
your library working tools. Many 
books, perhaps, you do not need. 
Some would be a waste of time 
and money. Some would be posi- 
tively harmful. Others can be very 


great help. I suggest that preach-. 


ers buy carefully, after much 
prayer, that they do not buy ev- 
ery new book that comes out. I’ 
recommend the following as very, 
very valuable and helpful. 


CONCORDANCES 


Young’s Analytical Concordance 
is my favorite. It has about 1,200 
large pages, 311,000 references. 
Subdivided under the Hebrew and 
Greek originals with literal mean- 
ing and pronunciation of each. The 
value of this work to a preacher 
simply cannot be estimated. I have 
used my copy for years, worn it 
out, had it rebound, and still use 
it daily. You can find any verse in 
the Bible.

Do you 
say, “I don’t want to go to Hell. 
I don’t want to burn in torment. I 
don’t want to be forever away 
from Gcd?” The thing you had 
better do is to turn and hear the 
Word of God. “Hearken diligently 
unto me,” He said, “and eat ye 
that which is good, and let your 
soul delight itself in fatness. In- 
cline your ear, and come unto me: 
hear, and your soul shall live.” 
Turn your ear toward God! 


There is a still, small voice to- 
night that calls. If you do not 
hear it, then your ear isn’t turned 
toward God. The Holy Spirit 
speaks tonight. I feel His pres- 
ence, 

If you will not hear God speak 
it is because of a wicked heart. 
Your dull ear is turned away from 
God. You won’t let God speak to 
your heart.

Poor sinner, hearken dil- 
igently. You can be saved today, 
now, if in your heart you will 
trust Him.

is next? “Seek ye the 
verse six says. Did you 
here the Scripture says, 
“Seek God.” Seek God. When my 
father started out in revivals a 
good many years ago he had a

I will say right 
now, if anybody hears this who is 
not a Christian and if you go to 
Hell it will not be God’s fault. 
It is not God’s move, it is not His 
turn. God hasn’t wronged you. God 
hasn’t sinned against you. He 
doesn’t need to run you down. It 
is your move to seek God. You 
went against God, you ignored 
Him, you went headicng into sjn. 
You wouldn’t listen when God 
called. It is your move. If you 
do not seek God, you are going to 
Hell, you are doomed and lost. Oh, 
tonight I would seek God. “Seek 
ye the Lord while he may be found, 
call ye upon him while he is near.” 

There are two meanings in that 
verse. One is, thank God, He may | 
be found. I am glad He is near.

He is not far off. The prodigal | 


boy went into a far country, and | 
when he came to himself he said, 
“T will arise and go to my father.” 
I used to preach that it was a long 
way home, until I found one day 
that that wasn’t in the Bible. Just 
turn around, He is there. The Bi- 
ble just says, “And he arose and 
came to his Father.” The Bible 
doesn’t say how far it was. It 
wasn’t far when he made up his 
mind, when his pride was buried 
when he got hungry enough. And 
the Father ran to meet him. Listen, 
my friend, God is near, He could 
be found today. Aren’t you glad 
He is near? God isn’t a long way 
off. God is near. He sent His Son 
to die for us. His Spirit is here 
now. The Holy Spirit is knock- 
ing at the door of your heart now. 
He says, “Behold, I stand at the 
door, and knock; if any man hear 
my voice, and open the door, I 
will come in to him, and will sup 
with him, and he with me.” Do 
you hear? You can find Him if 
you want to. He is near. “Seek 
ye the Lord while he may be found, 
call ye upon him while he is near.” 

I am awfully glad God has times 
of refreshing when God’s Spirit 
moves. I want us to have a great 
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revival here, hold revival services, 
revival in the hearts and homes. 
Last Wednesday night about eight 
people got up to say they had had 
somebody saved in the few days 
before that. God has given us a 
moving of the Spirit for revival. 
Sinner, if you are hungry, you can 
seek the Lord and find Him, for 
He is right at you. Oh, call upon 
Him, trust Him! 


The next thing about that “Seek 
ye the Lord” is this. There comes 
a& time when you can’t find Him. 
I know Satan will tell you “Any- 
time will do,” or “Some other 
time is just as good,” but that isn’t 
true. There will come a time when 
you can’t find God. Your heart 
will be too hardened or you will 
be too busy about something else. 


I will never forget when a Meth- 
odist preacher came to hold a re- 
vival meeting in a town where I 
lived when I was a boy. He told 
about an old man who had gone 
far in sin, and after he was on his 
death bed and about to die, he sent 
for the preacher. The preacher 
came to see him to talk to him 
about his soul. When the preach- 
er came in, they told him this man 
was out of his head, he was not 
conscious. This man was in a de- 
lirium on his dying bed, and he 
began to scream out, “Get cut of 
apple trees! Get out of my apple 
trees! I will have the police on 
you! Get out of my orchard!” He 
was delirious and he thought the 
boys were in his apple trees. The 
preacher tried to win him to Christ 
and said, “I am the Methodist pas- 
tor. I want to show you how to 
be saved,” but the man cried out, 
“Get out of my apple trees,” and) 
the poor man died like that. 


There is a time when it is too 
late to find God. There is a time 
when you can’t find God. You may 
commit the unpardonable sin, or 
you may harden your heart, or you 
may go on until death. You may 
say, “There is always time enough 
to pray.” There is not always time 
enough to pray, not time enough 
to repent, not time enough to find 
God, not time enough to read the 
Bible! You had better seek God 
while He may be found. Some- 
body said, “Well, Brother Rice, 
the thief on the cross was saved 
at the dying hour.” Yes, that is 
true, but that is only half true. 
You say the thief was saved at the 
dying hour, but which thief? There 
were two thieves there. One was 
not saved. He had the same oppor- 
tunity as the other. It is record-/ 
ed that one thief was saved so we | 
might know that God has mercy. 
But it is also recorded that the | 
other thief died and went to Hell, | 
that we might not presume on 
that mercy. There will come 4a 


time that God can’t be found. If | 


you are not saved, then seek God 
today while He may be found. 

I wilt give you this heartening 
word — if you want Him, you can 


‘find Him. If your heart reaches 
| out toward God, He will reach out 


to you. The Father ran to meet 
His prodigal son. 

Sinner, tonight if you will start 
out toward home, thank God you 
can find Him. “Seek ye the Lord 
while he may be found.” 


Call Upon Him While He Is Near 


What else should sinners do? 
The next thing is to call on Him 
while He is near. 

You say, “Can a sinner pray?” 
Yes, sinners can pray. Will God 
hear a sinner pray?” Yes. I know 
a good many Scriptures where God 
heard sinners pray. The poor, dy- 
ing thief said, “Lord, remember me 
when thou comest into thy king- 
dom.” And Jesus said, “Today 
shalt thou be with me in paradise.”’ 
God did remember him. Are there 
any other cases? The publican in 
the temple said, “Lord, be merciful 
fo me a sinner.” And God did have 
mercy. Didn’t Jesus tell us that 
he was justified? That sinner’s 
prayer was heard? 

I remember when my heart cried 
out to God and God forgave me 
and saved me. You remember in 
the tenth chapter of Romans the 
Scripture says, “For whosoever 
shall call upon the name of the 
Lord shall be saved.” I don’t say 
you have got to get down on your 
knees to be saved. I don’t say you 
have to say words out loud to be 
saved. But God does say this, that 
anybody whose heart calls on God 
for mercy can get mercy. “Seek

| 
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ye the Lord while he may be found, 
call ye upon him while he is near.” 
Maybe you can’t do it if you wait 
until some other time, but you can 
do it now. While He is near, call 
on the Lord. If I were you, if I 
were a lost sinner, I would just 
say so. “Oh, Lord, I am a sinner.”’ 
Do you know what the prod gal 
boy said? He said, “Father, I have 
sinned against heaven and in thy 
sight, and am no more worthy to 
be called thy son.” Oh, you ean 
turn now and call and God will 
hear. You can ask for mercy and 
get mercy. You can ask for for- 
g.veness and get forgiveness. An 
old song we used to sing says, 


“I will arise and go to Jesus, 
He will embrace me in His arms. 
In the arms of my dear Saviour 
Qh, there are ten thousand 
charms.” 


“Let not conscience make you 
linger,

Won't you call] tonight while God 
is near? Won’t you ask God to 
save you? 

I will never forget one old man 
to whom I had said, “Are you a 
Christian?” He said, “I have been 
sup erintendent of a Sunday 
School.”

Have you been born again?”

You are lost, 
condemned unless you get a change 
of heart. You need it now. “Let 
Do 
you know what is taking you away 
Why you are lost? 
|Your own way — that is the 
trouble. “There is a way that 


| seemeth right unto a man, but the 


end thereof are the ways of death.” 
| You own way. Do you know what 
sin is? Here is what sin is: “All 
we like sheep have gone astray; 
we have turned every one TO HIS 
OWN WAY;” that is what is wrong. 
Here is the sin and the condemna- 
tion. You have your own way, and 
therein -is destruction and ruin.

sorry. I am a sinner.” You can 
turn your heart toward God and 
away from your sin. That is what 
you will have to do in the heart. 
Every man must forsake his way 
and forsake his sins. If you do 
not do that, you are condemned, 
lost, away from God. You will 
never be saved without in your 
heart turning to God. That is re- 
pentance. Repent, repent, repent! 
Jesus said, “Except ye repent, ye 
shall all likewise perish.” God is 
not willing that-any should perish 
but that all should comé to re- 
pentance.” The Scripture said 
again, you remember that Paul 
said, “God ... commandeth all 
men everywhere to repent.” To 
repent means to turn your heart 


to God, to change your mind about

“| came a light from Heaven, and he 


sin, about God, to forsake your 
way. I couldn’t altogether agree 
with what Sam Jones said repent- 
ance is. He said, “Repentance 
means to quit your meanness.” You 
might quit your meanness out- 
wardly and not be saved, but in- 
wardly you must turn your heart 
from sin. It means you have to 
turn to God, and repenting of your 
sins would be trusting in Christ, 
and so you would be saved. 

-That isn’t all, but one must for- 
sake his thoughts. “Let the wick- 
ed forsake his way, and the un- 
righteous man his thoughts.” 

Every man here has a way to be 
saved. Your thoughts are wrong. 
“I have not done anything so very 
bad,” you say. What you mean is, 
“I have just about gotten myself 
saved.”” “I am a pretty good fel- 
low,” or “I am a member of a 
lodge,” or “I live up to my obliga- 
tions.” “I take care of my family.” 
“I don’t do anybody any harm.” 
“I do the best I know how.” “TI 
live up to the golden rule,” they 
say. 

Well, give up your way and 
your thoughts about salvation, 
your plans about salvation. You 
are not going to be saved your 
way. Just say, “All right, Lord, 
any way you save me I will take 
it and be grateful.” 
it and be grateful.” Say, “Lord, 
here Iam. You save me your way.” 

Many times people have said to 
me, “No, sir. If I don’t feel a cer- 
tain way, I will not do it.” 


One woman I tried to win at 
Allen, Texas, said, “If I do not shout 
like my mother shouted, I am not 
going to do it.” I said, “If you 
set your heart on your own way 
about it, you will go to Hell.” 


You can’t lay down the law to 
God. If you are ever saved, you 
will have to say, “Lord, save me 
your way, not mine.”

fell off his horse on the ground (if 
he were on a horse) and fell on 
his face, and a voice said, “Saul, 
Saul, why persecutest thou me?” 
And he said, “Who art thou Lord?” 
And the answer came back, “I am 
Jesus whom thou persecutest.” 
Then old Saul gave up the whole 
thing and said, “Lord, what wilt 
thou have me to do? I have been 
going my way, now what is your 
way?” And if you want to be 
saved and will turn your back on 
your way and take His way, and 
trust Him, He will do the rest of 


it. 
Return To the Lord 


One more word about it, and 
that is this: “Let the wicked for- 
sake his way, and the unrighteous 
man his thoughts: and let him re- 
turn unto the Lord, and He will 
have mercy upon him; and to our 
God, for he will abundantly par- 
don.” 

Doesn’t that sound easy? It is 
when a man is seeking God and 
has turned his ear toward God and 
when a man has called for God and 
has forsaken his own way, and 
given up all his plans, then let him 
return to the Lord, and the door 
will be open when he gets there. 
You don’t have to argue with God 
after you turn your heart away 
from sin, when you have said, 
“Lord, not my way — my way is 
wrong — show me your way. I 
haven’t any plans left, I haven’t 
any way of my own.” Then just 
and turn back to God? Will you 
forsake your way?” 

Yes,” 

“‘*And the unrighteous man his 
thoughts.’ Are you willing to give 
up your plans and tell God so and 
return to the Lord and He will 
abundantly pardon. 


If in your heart of hearts you 
will say, “Lord, I am tired of sin. 
It doesn’t satisfy. Just forgive me 
and save me.” And if you trust it 
to Him, He will! He will! He 
will! 

I remember one summer when 
I had just started out in soul win- 
ning. I was leading the singing 
in a revival. I didn’t know many 
Scriptures, only a very few verses 
in the Bible, but what I did know 
I believed. I had found these two 
verses, so one summer I counted 
more than sixty people who trusted 
Christ as I held my finger_on these 
verses. I said it about this way: 

“The Bible says, ‘Let the wicked 
forsake his way.’ Will you turn 
your heart away from your sins

saved?” “Yes.” “Well, that is re- 
pentance.” I don’t divide it up that 
way now so much. ~ 

“And the next thing is to return 
to the Lord. Are you willing to 
believe what He says and take Him 
up on His promises?” ‘Yes, I am.” 

“All right, what does He say?” 

“He says He will give mercy, 
and abundantly pardon.” 

“Do you believe He will do it?” 

“Yes.” 

“Will you take Him up on that 
right now?” 

‘Yes,’ 

“And will you turn from sin and 
trust Christ?” 

“Yes, I will.” 

And more than sixty people in 
one summer tried God out on that 
precious promise in those two 
verses. 


My friends, you can turn and get 
abundant pardon. Yes, abundant 
pardon. He will have mercy upon 
you, and He will abundantly par- 
don. That is what you need. I would 
look to Him and get it tonight. 
If you are thirsty, or dissatisfied, 
then incline your ear to God, for- 
sake your way, seek Him, call on 
Him, forsake your thoughts and 
return to Him, and tonight you 
will be saved. 

“But I want joy,” you say. 

I know, but you are ahead of the 
hounds. Look on down in the last 
of that chapter. Look at verse 12: 

“For ye shall go out with 
joy, and be led forth with 
peace: the mountains and the 
hills shall break forth before 
you into singing, and all the 
trees of the field shall clap 
their hands.” 

You shall go out with joy! You 
are not supposed to get joy until 
you get salvation. You get the 
joy of salvation after you get the 
salvation. You can’t expect to feel 
right until you get right. You 
can’t expect to feel well until you 
call a doctor and turn your case 
over to him. 

“For ye shall go out with joy, 
and be led forth with peace.” Isn’t 
that sweet? Salvation and then 
joy, and then settled peace that 
stays there! Then the mountains 
and hills shall break forth before 
you into singing, and all the trees 
of the field shall clap their hands.” 
Isn’t it fine when you are saved 
and the flowers smell sweeter and 
the birds sing louder, and all the 
trees seem like they are clapping 
their hands because a sinner is 
saved? Isn’t that fine? 

What else? You will have joy 
and peace, and “Instead of the 
thorn shall come up the fir tree, 
and instead of the brier shall come 
up the myrtle tree: and it shall be 
to the Lord for a name, for an 
everlasting sign that shall not be 
cut off.” 


‘Oh, it is sweet. That old barren 
life will begin to bring forth fruit 
after you are saved. It is sweet 
after you are saved. Instead of 
drunkenness will come up sober- 
ness. Instead of quarrelling will 
come up peace. Instead of the 
devil’s works will come up works 
of God and love for God with the 
Holy Spirit dwelling within you. 
God brings peace. Peace like a 
river flows for you after you trust 
Him. Friend, vou take Him at His 
word, seek Him today while He 
may be found, let the wicked for- 
sake his way and the unrighteous 
man his thoughts, and let him re- 
turn unto the Lord and he will 
have mercy upon him: and to our 
God, for he will abundantly pardon. 

And more good news is prom- 
ised. Like the rain comes down 
from Heaven and waters the earth 
and makes it bring forth fruit, so 
God’s Word is just as truly from 
Heaven. If you believe it, it will 
bring forth the fruit of righteous- 
ness in your heart now. Won't 
you say, “Lord, I will take You 
up on that, I will do it now,” and 
you will have peace. 

Let us have an understanding.

I will risk You 
for the peace and fruit, and here 
I come.” In your heart trust Him.

your heart to God? Will you do 
that? 

'“Ho, everyone that thirsteth, 
come ye to the waters.” Will you 
do it. Call on Him, will you? 

Reader, when the above sermon 
was preached several claimed 
Christ as Saviour, among them 
three married men. Will you do it, 
too? 

Then say, “I want this settled 
now. I will seek God and find 
Him.” Do you want peace and for- 
giveness. Do you want to be on 
God’s side, to be saved, a Chris- 
tian in your heart? If you do, 
then, you pray in your heart and 
forsake your way, ask God to save 
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
